Many  of  the  inhabitants, 
escaped  from  the  shower  of  ashes 
and  stones  which  Veauvlus  dropped 
upon  the  doomed  city,  but  they  left 
behind  them  hundreds  of  things 
whictf  illustrate  the  famiUar  sating, 
‘•There  Is  nothing  new  under  the 
sun2’  Those  old  Pompeiians  were 
very  modern.
